While 
this robbery, which yielded over a 
thousand dollars, was pretty well hush- 
ed up, the captain took steps to try 
to find out the guilty party. It was 
laid to some of the servants of the 
ship, just as it would have been laid 
to some of the servants of a house 
ashore. There were 180. of us, and yet 
the captain went on the principle that 
we must all be honest because we were 
aboard of his craft.

It was reported that my lord

Unless great cleanliness Is adopted 


with all cage birds insect pests will 
prove most troublesome. It is by no 
means pleasant to find several insects 
on the hands when the cage is touch- 
ed or moved, a sure sign that the un- 


j tortunate bird is infested with para- 
| sites, generally the result of dirt. If a 
i cage bird is seen to be picking itself 


i continually under the wings and vent 
and to be restless and ndget about on 
the perch at night, insects must cer- 
tainly be suspected. The bird should 
be caught and dusted with insect pow- 
der and a little quassia or alum added 
to the bath water. If the perches are 
| made hollow for, about an inch at each 
end, the insects will conceal themselves 
in the hollows in the da} time. 
The 


perches can then be taken out of the 
cage frequently and dipped iu boil- 
ing water, getting rid in this way ol 
numbers of the pests, says the Brook- 


j lyn Eagle. An old fashioned plan is to

DESSERTS FOR HOT DAYS. 


How to Make ices and Creams With 


Summer Fruits. 


When it comes to summer desserts 


the ice cream freezer shows to its full 
advantage, says the Juue Delineator. 
Literally hundreds of ices and creams 
can be made nowadays, many of them 
with the least possible trouble, if only 
one owns the most useful household 
utensil. 


The plain vanilla cream, which the 


beginner should learn because it is the 
basis of so many others, is made by 
this rule: Scald a pint of rich inilk or 
thin cream with a cupful of sugar. 
Cool, fiavor and add a pint of cream, 
plain or whipped, and freeze. 
This 


can be varied indefinitely by adding 
summer fruits. 
Crush a quart of 


strawberries, sweeten with sugar and 
water sirup and put these in when the 
cream is half frozen, or add a cupful of 
stale cake crumbs and some chopped 
nuts, or flavor with strong coffee, or 
melt and brown the sugar you are to 
use and add that and have a caramel 
ice cream. 


For a plain ice, whicli is the basis of 


all ices, boil a cupful of sugar and two 
cupfuls of water to a smooth sirup. 
Add fruit juice or lemon, or both. 
Strain, cool, add two egg whites un- 
beaten and freeze. A little lemon juice 
is always really necessary, with other 
fruits to bring out the flavor. 


Pineapple can be picked up very fine 


or put through a press and added to 
the plain ice when it is half frozen, or 
currant juice may be put in, or sap- 
berry juice, or, indeed, anything one 
happens to have at hand 


How to Eat Pineapples. 


Pineapples should never be sliced. 


That treatment releases the juice from 
the pulp and leaves the meat dry and 
woody and tasteless. Down in Cuba 
and in the lower part of Florida, 
where they know how to eat the fruit, 
they never peal a pineapple. They take 
a ripe fruit—for pineapples should nev- 
er be eaten unless they are ripe—and cut 
off the top and bottom; then they split 
the fruit lengthwise, then quarter it 
and split the quarters. 
This gives 


eight slices, which are then eaten from 
the hand as one would eat a piece of 
watermelon. By following this method 
you get all the juice and can make a 
tidy job of it You eat it right down to 
the skin, and after trying it that way I 
do not think you would voluntarily go 
back to the old way of chopping the 
fruit into chunks and eating the juice- 
less pieces.

How to Make Javclle Water. 


To make javellc water dissolve one 


pound of salsoda in one quart of boil- 
ing water. Dissolve half a pound of 
chloride of lime in two quarts of cold 
water. Let the mixture settle and then 
pour off the clear liquid. Mix this with 
the dissolved soda, bottle and keep in 
a dark place. The French use this 
preparation a great deal in the work of 
the laundry. For whitening clothing 
they put two or three tablespoonfuls of 
the liquid into the w ater in which they 
boil the clothing. To remove stains 
from white goods dilute the javelle wa- 
ter with its own volume of cold water. 
Soak the article in this until the stam 
disappears; then rinse thoroughly m 
several clear waters and finally in di- 
luted ammonia water. Javelle water 
removes almost all stains and all col- 
ors; therefore it should not be used on 
colored articles. If ai tides are allowed 
to remain in it for a long time it will 
Injure the fabric.

The very best waj to wash sweaters,

EARLY LAMB 


PRODUCTION. 


One of the most interesting 
and 


profitable branches of the sheep busi- 
ness is the growing of winter lambs 
for the early spring market. This re- 
quires special care, constant vigilance 
and 
properly arranged 
barn 
and 


yards. 
But most of the work comes 


at a time of year when outside farm- 
Ing operations do not claim attention. 
This is no small Item in its favor. 
Writing of his experience in this line' 
in New England Homestead, F. G 
Rpott of Vow H«imr»«:b!r» «?va- 


As to breed of ram, the Downs are 


preferable. The ewes may be Downs 
or one of the heavier wool breeds, 
such as Rambouillet or Dorset. 
I am

breeding Rambouillet ewes to a Hamp- 
shire ram. The result of this cross is 
a lamb well marked in face and legs, 
broad chest and heavy quarters and a 
splendid fleece at maturity. Mine are 
western ewes, and, owing to the condi- 
tions under \shich they ha\e been 
raised, they flock closely together in 
pasture and are not at all inclined to 
be breachy. They are heavy milkers 
and make good mothers. 


The hours of feeding are 7 a. m. and 


4.30 p. m. In the morning the flock is 
admitted to the waiting yard. 
Nest 


the grain is strewn in the troughs in 
the feed yard. For this purpose a two 
bushel bag is most convenient. Mean- 
while the flock has collected at the 
gate ready tor admittance. The gate 
is then swung up and away from the 
sheep, and the whole flock immediately 
rushes through under the gate to the 
feed troughs. 


The gate is then lowered and the 


racks inside the barn filled with hay. 
By the time the sheep have finished 
their grain the gate is swung up again, 
and they quickly pass back into the 
barn, eager for the hay ration. One 
man can easily hay and grain 100 
sheep in ten minutes. But best of all 
is the fact that by use of this gate each 
member of the flock gets absolutely a 
square deal and a square meal. 


Suppose the gate to be sixteen feet 


long. When it is opened the sheep en- 
ter the feed yard sixteen abreast, those 
in front being compelled by the rush 
of those behind to pass on to the far- 
ther troughs. 
Thus the entire flock 


begins eating at practically the same 
instant. 
The gate's simplicity and 


worth at once commend it to practical 
sheep men. 


In constructing the gate the main 


center piece A, in which the lever E 
is placed, is preferably a dry pine pole 
of 4 by 4 inch and should be tvro feet 
longer than length of gate desired 
It 


rests and turns at either end upon a 
-short piece of boaid nailed uos>s\,i'e 
on two posts set in the ground, with 
proper space between for the pole. The 
lever has a small hole near the end in 
which an iron rod is placed with hook 
on end to engage a spike or bolt drhen 
into one of the posts near the ground, 
so that the gate can when desired be 
fastened open 


The troughs in feed yard are V 


shaped, made of a six inch and a seven 
inch board nailed together and stand 
on legs of 2 by 4. Spikes are driven 
through bottom of legs into the ground 
to prevent shifting of troughs. 


Hayracks 
are 
twenty-four inches 


wide, thirty inches high and fourteen 
feet long, with no bottom. Legs are 
of 2 by 4, lower board twelve inches 
wide, tipper board nine inches wide on 
ends of rack and ten inches wide on 
sides.

PRODUCTION. 


One of the most Interesting and 


profitable branches of the sheep busi- 
ness is the growing: of winter lambs 
for the early spring market.

breeding Rambouillet ewes to a Hamp- 
shire ram. The result of this cross is 
a lamb well marked in face and legs, 
broad chest and heavy quarters and a 
splendid fleece at maturity. 
Mine are 


•western ewes, and, owing to the condi 
tions under which they have been 
raised, they flock closely together m 
pasture and are not at all inclined to 
be breachy. They are hea^y milkers 
and make good mothers. 


The hours of feeding .ire T a. m. and 


4.30 p. m. In the morning the flock is 
admitted to the waiting yard. 
Nest 


the grain te strewn in the troughs in 
the feed yard. For this purpose a two 
bushel bag Is most convenient. Mean- 
while the flock has collected at the 
gate ready for admittance. 
The gate 


is then swung up and away from the 
sheep, and the whole flock immediately 
rushes through under the gate to the 
feed troughs. 


The gate is then lowered and the 


racks inside the barn filled with hay. 
By the time the sheep have finished 
their grain the gate is swung up again, 
and they quickly pass back into the 
barn, eager for the hay ration. One 
man can easily hay and grain 100 
sheep in ten minutes. But best of all 
is the fact that by use of this gate each 
member of the flock gets absolutely a 
square deal and a square meal. 


Suppose the gate to be sixteen feet 


long. When it is opened the sheep en- 
ter the feed yard sixteen abreast, those 
in front being compelled by the rush 
of those behind to pass on to the far- 
ther troughs. 
Thus the entire flock 


begins eating at practically the same 
instant. 
The gate's simplicity and 


worth at once commend it to practical 
sheep men. 


In constructing the gate the main 


center piece A, In which the lever E 
is placed, is preferably a dry pine pole 
of 4 by 4 inch and should be tv. o feet 
longer than length of gate desired 
It 


rests and turns at either end upon a 
.short piece of board nailed crosasv. i<e 
on tv.o posts set in the ground, with 
proper space between for the pole. Thp 
lever has a small hole near the en'l in 
which an iron rod is placed with book 
on end to engage a spike or bolt drhea 
into one of the posts near the ground, 
so that the gate can when desired be 
fastened open. 


The troughs in feed yard are T 


shaped, made of a six inch and a seven 
inch board nailed together and stand 
on legs of 2 by 4. Spikes are driven 
through bottom of legs into the ground 
to prevent shifting of troughs. 


Hayracks 
are 
twenty-four inches 


wide, thirty inches high and fourteen 
feet long, with no bottom. 
Legs are 


of 2 by 4, lower board twelve inches 
wide, upper boRrd nine inches wide on 
ends of rack and ten inches wide on 
sides. The upper side boards are set

at an angle. This prevents wa-'te of 
hay and also stiffens rack in center 
Space between upper and loner boaids 
is seien inches. 
Material for one of 


these racks consists of two side boards 
10 inches by 14 feet, two end boards 
9 inches by 2 feet, two ends boards 
12 by 2G inches, two side boards 12 
inches by 14 feet, four pieces 2 by 4 
cut thirty riches on long side and 
rwentj-one inches on short side, as 
shown in fiirure; two pieces 2 by 1 rut 
twenty-eight inches on long side and 
nineteen inches on short side 
The lat- 


ter are r' iced in middle of rack, one 
on each ?ide. 


At two months old the Iambs should 


weigh forty to forty-five pound';. Some 
tnfirkft=; like llipm at tins voisht; oth- 
ers prefer them heavier. 
They aie 


either shipped nine, t^o in a ciate. or 
neatly dieted and sewed up in mus- 
lin and burlap. If properly marketed 
euch lambs should return a good profit 
to the grower.

Run- 
ning after him on foot, one of them 
seized a horse by the way and fol- 
lowed him to the door of his home. 
As soon as they could gain admittance 
they entered and searched the house. 
The young man was not to be found. 
There was no one there but servants, 
one of whom, being threatened, con- 
fessed that she had seen her master 
run hurriedly upstatra and into his 
room. The cardinal's spy spent an 
hour vainly endeavoring to corner his 
man. 
What puzzled him was that 


there was no egress from the rear that 
he considered possible. 
Concluding 


that Arnot had got away by some hid-, 
den passage, the entrance to which 
was only to be found by one who knew 
the secret, he went to the cardinal and 
reported the facts. The same day a 
notice was posted in tbe streets of 
Paris offering, a,reward for Gaston 
Arnot, but the duelist was never taken 
nor was he ever again seen in Prance,

him, for Gaston, notwithstanding the 
cardinal's edict, could not live in Paris 
without having resented such an impu- 
tation, and Beauchemin always killed 
his man. 


Henrietta Arnot learned of this in- 


tended assassination of her brother. 
Inviting Gaston to drive with her, she 
took him to a farm belonging to her 
family on which ihed a couple who 
were devoted to her. 
Gaston- was in- 


veigled into a room from which there 
was no egress, locked in and left in 
charge of the couple. In the early 
morning the sister, dressed in her 
brother's clothes, appeared on the duel- 
ing grounds. Just as the principals 
were about to take their places Hen- 
rietta paused, lifted some gauze from

Proposing An Amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State of Ohio Rela- 
tive to the Passage of Bills. 


Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. A proposition shall be sub- 
mitted to the electors of this state at the 
next election for members of the general 
assembly, to amend the constitution of 
the state of Ohio so that sections 13 to 
32, both inclusive, of article II, shall be 
spectively be numbered as sections 19 to 
33; and sections 10 and 18 of such article 
be so amended as to read as follows: 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 16. Every bill shall be fully and 
distinctly read on three separate days, 
unless, in 
case 
of urgency, 
three- 
fourths of the members elected to 
the 
house in which it shall be pending, shall 
Uispenbe wuti this rule; uui me leading 
of a bill on its final passage shall in no 
case be dispensed -with. No bill shall 
contain more than one subject, which 
shall be clearly expressed in its title; 
and no law shall be revived or amended 
unless the new act contain the entire 
act revived, or the section or sections 
amended; and the section or sections 
amended shall be repealed.

'o Amend Section Two of Article Twelve 
of the Constitution of Ohio. 


5e it resolved by the General Assembly 
of 'the,,State 'of Ohio; 
Section 1. That a proposition shall be 
submitted to the electors of the state of 
Ohio, on the first Tuesday after the first 
onday in November, 1908, to amend sec- 
ion two of article twelve of the consti- 
ution of the state of Ohio, so that it 
;hall read as follows: 
ARTICLE XII 
Finance and Taxation. 


Sec. 2. The General Assembly shall have 
power to establish and maintain an equit- 
ible system for raising state and local 
revenue. It may classify the subjects of 
:axation so far as their differences jus- 
tify the same in order to secure a just 
return from each. All taxes and other 
charges shall be imposed for public pur- 
3oses only and shall be Just to each sub- 
ect. The power of taxation shall never 
)e surrendered, suspended or contracted 
away. Bonds of the £tate of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, hamlet, county or 
:ownship in. this state and bonds issued 
.n behalf of the public schools of Ohio 
ind the means of instruction In connec- 
tion therewith, burying grounds, publio 
school houses, houses used exclusively for 
public worship, institutions of purely pub- 
lic charity, public property used exclus- 
ively for any public purpose, and person- 
al property to an amount not exceeding in 
value $200, for each Individual, may, by 
general laws, be exempted from taxation;

TIPS ON CARE OF FLOWERS. 


How to Keep Them Fresh, a* Told by 


a Florist. 


"Very fow 
< "•M.nis understand 
the 


art of kwpi1 -

Louis florist. ••;'!.! .u-t by a Il'tle at- 
tention flowers maj be kept fresh for 
three or four times as long as people 
expect them to stay in good condition. 


"The matter is simple enough. It is 


merely a question of temperature aud 
moisture. 
lioses, for example, are 


grown at a high temperature in the 
greenhouses arid are then generally 
spoiled by ill treatment after they have 
been cut. Grown in a temperature of 
(ij to 75 degrees, they are placed in an 
icebox, where the temperature stands 


T>1, _ « ...t. 


taken into a dining or ball room, "where 
the temperature is 75 or SO. Of course 
they wilt in a few hours, sometimes in 
a few minutes. Nothing else could be 
expected. 


"They could, however, be kept in 


proper condition for a week by plac- 
ing them in water and standing the 
vase in the coolest part of the living 
room. 
Every day half an inch of 


stems should be cut off in order to 
present a fresh suction surface to the 
water. If this precaution is neglected 
the stem becomes clogged with a gluti- 
nous matter something like the gum 
that exudes from peach and cherry 
trees, the water in the vase, however 
pure, cannot be drawn up, and the 
leaves and flowers wither for lack of 
moisture. 


"In cutting off the stems a knife 


should-always be used, never a pair of 
scissors. The reason is plain enough. 
The knife makes a smooth cut, leav- 
ing the cells of the wood open and un- 
obstructed. 
The scissor blades, no 


matter how sharp they are, always 
compress the woody fibers at the end 
of the stem and leave them so tightly 
pressed together that it-is almost im- 
possible for sufficient moisture TO find 
its way through to support the leaves 
and blossoms."

How to Check a Nosebleed. 


"When the nose is bleeding, never 


hold it over a basin or hold the head 
down in any way. This only causes 
further rush of blood to the broken 
tissues in the nose. The head should 
be held up and back, the flow being 
caught in handkerchiefs or cloths. 
One of the most effective and simple 
means of .checking a nosebleed is to 
press on the upper lip. Near the un- 
dersurface of the lip runs the artery 
that supplies the interior nasal pas- 
sages where the ruptures occur. 
If 


this is pressed, the flow of blood is 
mechanically checked, thus allowing 
the blood around the broken tissues 
to congeal and seal up the opening. 
If merely pressing the finger does not 
succeed, place a wad of paper under 
the lip and fold the lip over it, hold- 
ing it down tight. Again, if this does 
not succeed and a drug store is near, 
get some adrenalin, saturate a piece of 
cotton with it and apply to th'e interior 
of the nose from where the blood 
flows. 


How to Clean a Fan. 


To clean a fau place it in a dish aud 


cover with gasoline. Do not attempt 
to rub the material or the chiffon or 
lace will in all probability tear apart. 
Press tightly until the dirt comes out, 
and a fan certainly collects a great deal 
of dust. 
After freeing it from dust 


and all blemishes put it into clean gas- 
oline in which there is a drop of blu- 
ing. Spread the fan out on a piece of 
white cloth, pin the two points to 
stretch the material and let it dry. 
After it has thoroughly dried cover 
with talcum powder highly scented and 
!ea\e for one day. This destroys the 
odor of gasoline and makes the fan as 
beautiful as new. If the edges are the 
least worn, bind with chiffon ribbon, 
lace beading or a soft frill of lace or 
chiffon to match the cover.

good for the skin. A couple of quarts 
of bran put into a bag of cheesecloth 
will be sufficient for an ordinary bath- 
tub full of water, and its use will make 
the skin velvety and fine. Oatmeal, 
barley, rice and other farinaceous sub- 
stances are often recommended for the 
same purpose, either alone or in com- 
bination, but bran is the cheapest and 
best of them all. Tincture of benzoin 
added to the water makes it soft and 
agreeable. 
A few drops of ammonia, 


not too much, will soften water used 
Tor the hands or the face.
